WASHINGTON, June 24.—The at- 
torney general, to whom all »ppeals 
and petitions presented to the pres- 
ident, bearing on the Quiteau case, 
had been referred, submitted an elab- 
orate report to tbe cabinet last even- 
ing, reviewing all points presented 
in favor of a respite, recomm- nding 
it he not granted, on the grounds that 
the sanity of the prisoner had been 
fully established at the trial. Report 
was generally discussed and uaan- 
imously approved 
by 
the 
c^ibi- 
net. All the members of which 
were present. An 
understanding 
was reached that nothing should l)e 
disclosed as to the decision of the cab- 
inet until after it should be made 
known to the prisoner 
Rev. Mr. 
Hicks called upou the attorney gen> 
eral this morning, by appointment, 
and was informed that the cabinet had 
decided not to interfere with the 
execution of 
Guiteau's Hentence. 
Hicks thereupon drove to the district 
jail and informed Guiteau of the de< 
cisión. Guiteau has sent the follow- 
ing message to his spiritual adviser: 


"Rev. Mr. Hicks—Go and see Ar. 
thur and shake your fist in his face. 
Tell him I made him President by my 
inspiration and he must give me an 
unconditional pardon, and if he does 
not, God Almighty will blast him for- 
ever. I tell you, brother Hicks, I am 
God's man and God takes care of his 
own." 


Friends of the condemned man still 
hope. Reed says he does not despair 
and he will make another appeal to 
tbe president at the earliest opportu 
nity. 


WASHINGTON, June 24,—The cab- 
inet has decided not to interfere with 
the sentence of Guiteau and the at- 
torney general this 
forenoon in- 
structed the marshal of the district 
and warden of the jail to keep pris 
oner in strict confinement and allow 
no one to see him except his spiritual 
advisers, his physicians and officers of 
the jail.
